Two of these four 
will go to Pasco, the other two presumably 
to Taliaferro. It is certain that Pasco will 
hold all of the votes that were cast for him 
today, 

Those who are figuring on a deadlock say 
that there are at least three votes which 
Taliaferro had today which will jeave him 
tomorrow. The Taliaferro men, however, 
talk confidently of holding their entire 
strength. The fact that he has a lead with 
a strong chance of early election will proLa- 
bly operate in his favor, however, because 
Florida politicians, like those of other 
states, have a natural tendency toward get- 
ting into the band wagon at the head of 
the procession of the winner. 

Despite today’s developments, a deadlock 
May ensue, and the bare possibility of it 
and a hard fight for the senatorship may 
involve the names of several eminent gen- 
tlemen as possibilities. While the outlook 
now is for a short, sharp contest, there are

Dewey Sends a Telegram That 
Causes Great Excitement in 
Washington, 


WAS ON A MISSION OF MERCY 


Crulser Sent to Baler, Luzon, To Release 
Spanish Prisoners Meets with 
Strong Resistance, 


LIEUTENANT J.C, GILMORE 1S TAKEN 


The Sailors of the Yorktown Are the 
First Americans To Be Taken 
Prisoners by the Filipinos 
and News Is Greatly 
Regretted. 


Washington, April 18.—The navy depart- 
ment has given out the following dispatch 
from Admiral Dewey: 


Manila, April 18.—Secretary of the 
Navy, Washington: The Yorktown vis- 
ited Baler, Luzon, east coast of Luzon, 
Philippine islands, April 12th for the 
purpose of rescuing and bringing away 
the Spanish forces, consisting of eighty 
soldiers, three officers and two priests, 
which were surrounded by 400 insur- 
gents. Some of the insurgents, armed 
with Mauser rifles * * * by natives. 
Lieutenant J. C. Gilmore, while making 
* * * ambushed were fired upon and 
captured.

Lieutenant Gilmore Well Known. 
Lieutenant J; C. Gilmore, the officer re- 


ferred to as captured, is well known in 


Washington, having been stationed here for 
some time. His w-fe and family live here. 
He was born in Philadelphia July 10, 185, 
and was appointed a naval cadet from Ari- 
zona in September, 1871. He reached his 
present grade of Heutenant in 1891. His 
main service has been on the Monongahela, 
Marion, Bancroft, Vesuvius and Machias, 
besides considerable service on boards. 

Just a year ago he reported to the St. 
Paul, then* commissioned ag an auxiliary 
cruiser, and served on that vessel, under 
Captain Sigsbee, throughout the war. On 
January 14th last he was ordered to the 
hospital ship Solace, which was about to 
sail for Manila, and on arrival there was 
assigned by Admiral Dewey to the York- 
town. 

The capture of the Yorktown’s men was 
discussed with much feeling in naval cir- 
cles. The misfortune was felt with added 
keenness, as the navy has prided itself thus 
far on immunity from reverses. 

The admiral’s dispatch of today was the 
first knowledge the department had that 
the Yorktown had gone on this special mis- 
sion to relieve the Spanish garrison at 
Baler. That the capture should have been 
effected while the American forces were 
on a mission of mercy toward the Spaniards 
rather than in the prosecution of a cam- 
paign led to the belief that Spain would 
have no further ground for questioning the 
good faith with which the Americans were 
seeking to relieve the condition of the Span- 
ish prisoners. 

Administration Is Anxious. 

Although the dispatch gave no indication 
that Lieutenant Gilmore and his men had 
lost their lives, great anxiety was aroused 
by the mystery surrounding their fate while 
in the hands of an uncivilized enemy. 

This is the first capture of any Amerti- 
cans, civil or naval, so that it is unknown 
how the insurgents will treat our men. If 
civilized methods were pursued, an ex- 
change would be quickly effected, as Gen- 
eral Otis has a large number of Filipino 
prisoners, but the insurgents have Leen 
averse thus far to exchangjng Spanish pris- 
oners, and thie raises a question as to what 
they will do with the Yorktown men. 

The purpose of officials here is to spare 
no efforts to secure the speedy release of 
our men. 


WEALTHY FILIPINOS ASK PEACE. 


Natives Organize a Committee To Ap- 
proach Aguinaldo and Otis. 

Manila, April 18, 6:15 p. m.—A number of 
prominent and wealthy Filipinos are or- 
ganizing a committee to take steps to bring 
‘bout, if possibile, an understanding between 
the rebels and the Americans. 

One branch of this committee intends to 
ask the United States Philippines commis- 
sion to make a statement as to what terms 


will be offered the rebels if the latter will 
surrender. 

Another branch of the committee will ap- 
proach Aguinaldo with the terms and will 
endeavor to persuade him to accept them. 
It is considered doubtful, however, if any 
members of the committee will dare to per- 
sonally confer with the rebel leader. 

The committee includes several persons 
recently condemned to death by Aguin- 
aldo for petitioning him to cease fighting. 

Major General Otis has appointed a board, 
headed by Colonel Crowder, to deal with 
war claims. Many such claims have been 
filed, aggregating millions of dollars, partic- 
ularly as a result of the Iloilo fire.

Attorney General John W. Griggs, accom- 
panied by Hon. L. F. Livingston, Major 
Frank L. Strong, one of the officials of the 
department of justice; Private Secretary C. 
O. Cooper, Architect Eames, of St. Louis, 
and W. S. Brown, agent of the Southern 
road in Washington, arrived in a special 
car over the Southern railway at 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning for the purpose of in- 
specting sites in and around Atlanta for the 
new federal prison, 

The party spent almost the éntire day 
yesterday visiting various localities, and the 
general opinion seems to be that a decision 
has been reached. Every indication points 
to the fact that the site offered by the 
Central railroad near Fort McPherson will 
be selected by Mr. Griggs. He is yery much 
pleased with this location, but his definite 
decision, however, will not be announced 
until about a week after his return to 
Washington. The party will leave the city 
today at noon on the vestibule, 

Out of the innumerable sites suggested 
for the prison, only five were looked over 
yesterday. These were the Central railroad 
site, the Dickey Place, out Capitol avenue, 
where South Boulevard enters the McDon-

Mr. Griggs Talks of the Prison. 
Mr. Griggs made the following statement 

to a representative of The Constitution yes- 
terday afternoon: 

It would be impossible for me to de- 
cide today or tomorrow just where the 
Prison will be located. Of course there 
are-a great many matters to be con- 
sidered and it will probably be a week, 
and perhaps longer, before I will be able 
tO announce my decision. I would like 
to select a site that will cost the city 
nothing. This will be done if possible. 
The land has a great deal tu do with the 
location, however, for it would be un- 
Wise for the government to spend a good 
sum of money getting a site in shape be- 
fore the building is begun. 

The prison will undoubtedly be.a great 
thing for Atlanta. The labor employed 
on the construction of the building -will 
be Atlanta labor, giving hundreds of 
men employment and distributing 
thousands of dollars here. The Atlanta 
merchants will be given an opportunity 
to bid on the supplies.- As freight rates 
will be no eonsideration to Atlanta mer- 
chants, it seems reasonable that most 
of the purchases would be made in this 
city. 

The visitors that the prison would at- 
tract to Atlanta is something worthy of 
mention. There would be a constant 
coming and going of guards bringing 
prisoners here, as well as a large num- 
ber of friends and relatives of the in- 
mates. This would help the rallroads 
and, the hotels. Moreover the prison 
might be an interesting sight for sight- 
seers. 

The question has been often. asked 
me why the prison was brought to At- 
lanta. The answer is that Atlanta is 
the best place.

with a great future. Atlanta’s growth 
has been remarkable and your thrift 
and industry are having their effect. 

The prison will be rushed to an early 
completion. Plans and_ specifications 
have to be prepared and it will likely be 
several weeks before dirt will be 
broken. I cannot say just when the 
building will be completed, but as soon 
as possible, 

Character of the Building. 

While no plans for the new prison haye 
been drawn, and cannot be drawn until the 
nature of the location is known, Architect 
Eames gave The Constitution's representa- 
tive an interesting general outaine of the 
character of the prison. 

Mr. Eames stated the prison would prob- 
ably accommodate 1.8% prsoners, with a 
similar number of cells. It will be built of 
heavy stone, probably granite, and will be 
one story high on the outside and virtually 
five stories on the interior. The outer wall 
will be about sixty feet high and there will 
be five tiers of cells on the inside with a 
gallery attached to each tier. 

There will likely be a rotunda in the 
eenter, from which will radiate several 
long wings. The main office will be in the 
rotunda. A prisoner will enter here first, 
will be given a convict suit, registered, 
numbered and sent to his cell. There will 
be a large: number of guards throughout 
the prison all the time and the building will 
be constructed so that additions may be 
made when necessary. 

The majority of the prisoners will not be 
kept in solftary confinement. It is the ob- 
ject of the officials to teach them some 
practical pursuit during their incarceration. 
The. object of Mr. Griggs in requiring 300 
acres for the site was that the convicts 
might have an opportunity to till the soil 
and furnish provisions for the prison @s 
well as give the prisoners exercise. Some 
of the’thmates may be taught to make boots 
and shoes, others to make clothes—there 
wil] be several departments of industry in- 
fended to prevent the convicts from wasting 
their time during their confinement.

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SAYS HE HAS THE PROPER SITE. 


Edwin P. Ansley Talks of the Selec- 
tion of a Prison Site. 

Edwin P. Ansley, of the firm of Ansley 
Bros., in speaking yesterday in reference 
to the visit of Attorney General Griggs to 
Atlanta on his tour of inspection told ot 
the property on the Chattahoochee river 
which he has offered the city and on which 
he holds options. 

Mr. Ansley said: 

“The tirst obstacle I met with in selecting 
a site was that all the iand immediately on 
the trunk hnes into the city were very 
hign-priced. 1 therefore conceived the idea 
of going off of the main lines at the rail- 
roads and finding some land-that couid 
easily be reached by a side track from one 
Or more of them. 1 found that the city 
owned a spur track to its pumping station 
on the river and that a track connecting 
with it led to Moore's mill. And after work- 
ing for some time | succeeded in getting 
the parties owning the tand adjoining the 
land the city bougnt out there to seil their 
land for $50 per acre cheaper than the cily 
paid for its land. I believe 1 have the best 
site in the county and | have obtained op- 
tions on the land on both sides of Nancy's 
creek for more than a mile and now have 
options on 800 acres of land there. The land 
has two spur tracks entering it from the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and ean be 
easily reached from the Southern and Sea- 
board Air Line railroads and from the 
Central when it completes its belt and from 
the Atlanta and West Point and Georgia 
railroads by means of the belt. railroads al- 
ready built. It is oniy a short distance also 
to Collins Park electric line, which not only 
gives it good freight, but also gwod pas- 
senger accommodations. I] have already af- 
ranged with New York parties to furnish 
the necessary money to build an electric 
line suitable for carrying both freight and 
passengers from the proposed site to. the 
city ahong Chattahoochee av2nue to con- 


nect not only with the Southern and Sea-— 


board, but also with all the electric lines 
of the city an@ thereby give the very best 
possibie freight and passenger service, pro- 
vided that site is accepted. And by having 
a line along Chattahoochee avenue, on 
which the water main from the* pumping 
station to the reservoir is laid, it would 
mean that manufacturers from all sections 
of the country would come here and lo- 
Cate, as they would not only have com- 
petitive rates from all the railroads en- 
tering the city on both raw materia! and 
manufactured product, but would have the 
advantage of tapping the water main at 
any place they desired and with the good 
passenger and freight service they would 
have all the advantages of. the city, with- 
out the disadvaétage of its taxes, which 
has kept many of them away. 

“IT am willing to take the attorney gen- 
eral and Mr. Eames over it tomorrow or 
at any other time, or any civil engineer 
they may send and if after looking over it 
imnartially thev do not decide that it is the 
best site offered I will gladly donate to the 
city the time wasted in what I believe to he 
its interest. I am willing to risk my judg- 
ment, after ten years’ expertence in the 
real estate business in this city, on this 
site alone as the best site in the county for 
the prison, both as to its final cost to the 
city and government.” a

of the broken bank tending to show Sen- 
ator Quay’s guilty participation in the un- 
lawful use of the bank’s money, was very 
much shaken by the admissions the wit- 
ness was compelled to make under the 
skillful questioning of Attorney A. S. L. 
Shields. 

Nearly all of the apparently damaging 
entries attached to Senator Quay’s name or 
account in the bank, as testified to yester- 
day, were explained away or greatly modi- 
fied by the statements of the common- 
wealth’'s ewn witness. Judge Biddle’s rul- 
ing of yesterday had the effect of conform- 
ing testimony tending to show the existence 
of conspiracy between Quay, Haywood and 
Hopkins, as charged in the indictment, to 
the two years, ending November 17, 1898. 

Lawyer Shields got from the witness the 
admission that if Hopkins had properly 
credited Senator Quay’s account with 
the amounts that belonged-there, the books 
would show that at the beginning of the 
alleged conspiracy, November 1i, 1896, the 
senator owed the bank only $236 instead of 
$70,000, as is alleged.. 

Taking up the allegation that Senator 
Quay had borrowed $185,000 during the ‘‘set- 
tlement period,’’ ending October 31, 1897, 
the last setflement before the bank closed, 
Mr. Shields forced from Goldsmith piece 
by piece, facts tending to show that in 
nearly every instance the amounts charged 
to Senator Quay were really loans to other 
persons, politicians mostlyy for whom Quay 
indorsed. 'Where there was a definite loan 
to Senator Quay, the repayment was clear- 
ly proven. In this connection it might be 
well to say that District Attorney Roth- 
ermed claims that he has clearly esiablighed 
the fact he started out to prove, namely 
that $200,000 of the state deposit in the 
bank was set aside for the use of Senator 
Quay, and whether he used it himself or 
loaned it to others is not material in prov- 
ing the conspiracy.

Clinton, Ark., April 19.—Yesterday morn- 
ing between 12 and 2 o'clock was enacted 
the final scene in the terrible Patterson 
tragedy, which took place on December 
13, 1897, in which Hugh Patterson lost his 
life and several other members of his fam- 

ily were seriously wounded. 

A mob of citizens took the law into their 
own hands and shot Will Hardin, one of 
the Patterson murderers, to death in the 
cage at the county jaltl. 

Lee Mills, a prominent young man, and 
once a deputy sheriff of Van Buren county, 
and Will Hardin, were arrested, charged 
with the Patterson murder. Several at- 
tempts to lynch them were frustrated and 
an attempt on the part of friends to lib- 
erate them from jail resulted in a guard 
being killed. Mills was convicted on Har- 
din’s testimony, and he paid the death pen- 
alty several months ago. Hardin was con- 
victed at the September term of court and 
the case was appealed to the supreme 
court, which granted a new trial. At the 
March term he was again convicted and 
sentenced to hang May 9th. No appeal 
was taken, but a commutation was asked 
of the governor and granted. 

When the people learned that executive 
clemency had been granted, there was 
much excitement. 

About fifty well armed masked men went 
to the jailer,:commanded him to go and 
unlock the jail, which he did under cover 
of a shotgun. The jailer and night guard 
were marched inside the jail, when one of 
the mob who had acted as spokesman, 
emptied the contents of a double barreled 
shotgun into Hardin’s head, blowing it 
almost entirely away. The mob then fas- 
tened the jailer and guard in the jail and 
left a’s silently as they came. No demon- 
stration of any sort was made and it was 
some time before the town Knew what 
had occurred. 

The coroner returned a verdict that Har- 
din came to his death by gunshot wounds 
in the hands of unknown parties.

Harrisburg, Pa., April 18.—The house to- 
night adopted both the majority and mi- 
nority reports of the bribery investigation 
committee, which reports were presented 
to the house yesterday and which named 
nine persons from whom the committee be- 
lieevd guilty of corrupt solicitation of mem- 
bers of the legislature in connection with 
the balloting for United States senator, 
and the consideration of the McCarrell 

jury bill. 

A supplemental report was also presented 
tonight and adopted, which constitutes 
Messrs. Fow, democrat, of Philadelphia, 
Young, anti-Quay republican, of Tioga, 
and Voorhee, Quay republican, a commit- 
tee to commence criminal proceedings in 
the court of Dauphin county agaimst the 
persons accused of corrupt solicitation.

SELLING 


Horses and Mules Bring Good Prices 
at Chickamauga. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April 18.—(Special.)— 
The government sale of mules at Chicka- 
mauga park yesterday and today has been 
a remarkable success. Something over 300 
animals were sold, netting in the neighbor- 

hood of $20,000. 

Fully 1,000 buyers, largely farmers, from 
Georgia, Alabama, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Tennessee were present and 
were the largest purchasers. The average 
price today was above $60. 

There are still about 500 horses and mules 
to be sold, and the crowd of buyers is in- 
creasing. 

Captain McCarthy, who is conducting 
the sale, says that the result has been phe- 
nominal, and indicates not only prosperity 
among the farmers, but that there is a de- 
mand for this class of stock in the south.

HICH COMMISSION 
TO DEPART TODAY 


Commissioners To Selle Samoan 
Troubles Start for ‘Frisco, 


ENTERTAINED BY SECY, WAY 


Members of Board Will Decide Finally 
Without a Referendum, 


INSTRUCTION BOARD AT THEIR WORK 


The Commission Will Take Complete 
Charge of the Affairs of the Is- 
land and Will Remain- in 
Apia for at Least Four 
Months. 


Washington, April 18.—Secretary Hay en- 
tertained the Samoan thigh commission at 
lunch at his residence at 1:30 o’cloeck today. 
It was the first time th® members of the 
commission had come together, and while 
the gathering was quite informal and social, 
mainly for the purpose of getting acquaint- 
ed, yet it afforded an opportunity of discus- 
sing the Samoan topic in its general phases. 

The commission wil] be off on its mission 
tomorrow. The members will make no ef- 
fort to keep together on the way to San 
Francisco. 

The members are making plans to be gone 
about four months. They will return to- 
gether to Washington and there respective 
reports, as well as their joint conclusion, 
wil] be framed here some time in the early 
autumn, 

The instructions to the commissioners 
have been completed. They are alike in all 
essential respects. They were summed up 
today by one of the high commissioners sub- 
stantially as follows: 

The commission is given full authority 
to carry on a provisional government for 
Somoa. On doing this the instructions care- 
fully prescribe the preservation of order and 
the security of life and property as a first 
requisite. 

It is provided that the duties of all officials 
heretofore exercising authority in Samoa 
shall be suspended in order that the high 
commission shal] have complete authority 
over the affairs of the island, 

The commission is required to make re- 
port upon a variety of things, including the 
recent collistons and the causes leading up 
to them; also as to. the administration of 
the islands, the rights of the several claim- 
ants to thé kifigship; also as to what 
changes are desirable in the methods pro- 
vided by the treaty of Berlin. The instruc- 
tions call for unanimity in all action by the 
commission. 

The action. taken by the commission, when 
unanimous, is to be conclusive, without 
referendum, except when it suspends a pro- 
vison of the treatly of Berlin. In that case 
also a provision of the treaty may be sus- 
pended by unanimous agreement of the 
members, but the suspension is ad referen- 
dum and is not finally binding until the 
three governments approve or disapprove 
of it, 

' The exact extent to which the treaty can 
be temporarily suspended is not quite clear 
and one of the commissioners said todav 
that it would require consultation among 
the commissioners to make this point cer- 
tain. The instructions are broad enough 
to include the recent troubles, the bombard- 
ment, fighting, arrest’ of a German citizen, 
etc., so that these acute phases, as well as 


the general government of Samoa, will be-. 


adjusted without further conflict between 
‘the three governments. 


ROSE WILL JCIN IN PETITION. 


Instructions Are Sent German Consul 

To Advise Cessation of Hostilities. 

Berlin, April 18.—The correspondent here 
of the Associated Press hears, on:authority 
that the German consul at Apia, Samoa, 
Herr Rose, will receive cabled instructions, 
to be conveyed to him by steamer from the 
nearest cable station, to join in a tri-partite 
proclamation calling upon all the inhabi- 
tants of Samoa to {mmediately desist from 
all hostiities and agitation pending the ar- 
rival at Apia of the joint high commission 
of the powers, appointed to settle the af- 
fairs in dispute in the islands. 


MOB OVERPOWERS A SHERIFF. 


Tennessee Lynchers Enter Jail at Hen- 
derson and Slay Prisoner. 
Jackson, Tenn., April 18.~At Henderson, 
Tenn., eighteen miles south of Jackson, a 
mcb of masked men overpowered Sheriff 
Smith about 1 oclock this morning ana 
compelled him, at the point of pistols, to 
go with three of them to the cell where 
Max A, M. La Rue was confined, who, in 

March, killed John. Young, a farmer. 

The masked men placed a rope around 
ehe neck of La Rue and tried to drag him 
o.t, but.could not. They then shot him 
thrcugh the head and body and left him 
dead, as they supposed. He lived geveral 
hours and gave a dying statement that 
one of the men was Ike Young, brother of 
the man he killed, and another was’ Dan 
Smith, 

A warrant was taken out for their arrest. 
Excitement is high and more trouble is ex- 
pected. 


HUNTSVILLE PIONEER DEAD. 


Son of the Man Who Laid Out the City 
Passes Away. 

Huntsville, Ala., April 18.—(Special.)—A 
dispatch from Corinth, Miss., announces 
the death at that place of George W. Hunt, 
one of the oldest and wealthiest citizens 
of Huntsville. He was visiting his daugh- 
ter at the time of his death.

Knots 
of grim visaged men congregate on the 
streets and discuss each new rumor with 
bated breath and set, determined faces. As 
the days and hours roll oy and no authen- 
tic news of a capture arrives, the horror 
of the crime steals silently into the haart 
of every man and cause his ‘suppressed 
anger to redouble. 

Several of the pursuing party arrived in 
town today tired and worn from loss of 
sleep and repeated failure when they 
thought Hose in their grasp. But they did 
not come to stay. Their purpose is stil} to 
eapture Hose if such is possible. 

“If Hose is on earth I'll never rest easy 
until he’s caught and burned alive. And 
that’s the way all of us feel,’’ said one of 
them last night. j 

There is a well defined impression abroad 
tonight that Hose has either boarded a 
train and ts beyond the borders of the state 
or has succumbed to exhaustion and is 
dead. It does not seem pceassible that if he 
is still alive and in the state he should have 
thus far escaped. 

A rumor reached here today from Jack- 
son that a negro answering to the descrip- 
tion of Hose had been captured near that 
Place and that he would be carried to At- 
lanta. This rumor was received with the 
same degree of interest that has been 
given the others.

National Government Controls the Sa- 
vannah Quarantine Fully. 

Savannah, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
Savannah quarantine went into the hands 
of the national government today.

W. J. Lindley, has been continued in his 
position. Practically all of the employes 
will be retained.

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Attorney General Griggs. 

The coming of United States Attorney 
General Griggs to Atlanta to select a 
site for a federal prison is in itself an 
assurance that this great work will be 
begun and completed in the near future. 

The attorney general is the first law 
officer of the government to take a real 
interest in this matter—the first, so far 
as we know, to feel that the work has 
its humane side, which is as important 
as any other aspect of the improve- 
ment. He has been unusually active in 
hig efforts in behalf of this southern 
prison, and has demonstrated an inti- 
mate is noted for its winter vigor? 

For years The Constitution has been 
pointing out the necessity of building a 
federal prison somewhere in the south 
in order to mitigate the sufferings im- 
posed on prisoners from this section by 
carrying them to the bleak climate of the 
north. There is a federal prison in the 
north, and one in the west—why not one 
in the south for the accommodation of 
those violators of the revenue laws who 
have heretofore been compelled to serve 
their terms in a section where the cli- 
mate is noted for its winter vigor? 

In advocating the building of a new 
federal prison The Constitution has not 
insisted that it should be erected at At- 
Janta or nowhere. On the contrary, we 
have maintained that the prison was a 
necessity; that if it could not be built in 
Atlanta, the natural trade and transpor- 
tation center of the south, why, then, 
let it be erected at some other point in 
the south. 

The attorney general has settled that 
matter. He has chosen Atlanta as the 
point, and is in the city today for the 
purpose of selecting a proper site. He 
will have no difficulty in this save such 
as may arise from the number of sites 
that will be offered for his: inspection. 

The Constitution welcomes the distin-

Her 
people are forced to the isolated life of 
the farm, and as the farmer goes about 
his daily labor, he must leave mother, 
wifedor daughter in the lonely cabin 
to await his home-coming. Are they 
safe? The answer comes from the 
humble home in Campbell county, where 
an industrious citizen who bore his part 
toward family and state was brutally 
murdered by the negro to whom he had 
given food and employment.

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General Henry Is Right. 


As a rule, military officers do not make 
good political administrators, but Gen- 
eral Henry, commanding in Porto Rico, 
seems to be an exception.

stand their duty as citizens and perform 
it. This they could never do without 
the schooling which the management of 
their own affairs would give them, The 
United States has experienced one era 
of carpetbaggism, the stench of which 
still exists, and we should save these 
whom we desire to have take their places 
as fellow citizens from it. 
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Draw the Line Tighter. 

The opinion expressed by the police 
officials that large numbers of boys forge 
permits to enter poo] and billiard rooms 
simply calls for a tightening of the lines. 

If these places are of such a character 
as to forbid the presence of minorg save 
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| by leave of their parents, then they are 


equally improper for a child who may 
gain admission through the consent of a 
weak or an indifferent parent. The way 
to get rid of forged permits is to forbid 
the presence of minors at objectionable 
places. 

There are snares enough set for men 
and boys without increasing. them to 
suit the convenience of those who do 
not think for themselves. Late hours, 
promiscuous company, games which de- 
velop the gambling spirit, all combined, 
have a tendency to destroy youth and 
to recruit the ranks of the criminal. 

Therefore, instead of imposing upon 
the police the task of finding out whether 
permits are forged or not, transfer the 
responsibility and arrest’ all who are 
found at such places.

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. Individuals and Parties. 

The Washington Post takes enough in- 
terest in party matters to agree with 
The Constitution that while the hum- 
blest individual has the right to criti- 
cise a party platform as freely as he 
may please, he has no right to in- 
sist that the minority of a party be al- 
lowed to rule. The Post says that so 
long as a majority of the democrats be- 
lieve in the Chicago platform it ought 
to stand. If any man is so opposed to 
any part of that platform as to deem 
that his support of it would be unpa- 
triotic, he hag the right. to change his 
party allegiance; he has the right to 
transfer his sphere of influence to some 
other party whose platform is more in 
accord with his own views. 

The democratic voters do not support 
their party simply because of its name. 
This was shown a few years ago when 
thousands of voters in the south left the 
party because they thought it had be- 
come a mere name. When the party 
at Chicago went back to its principles, 
and gave utterance to a declaration ap- 
plying these principles to prevent evils. 
the voters who had gone off in disgust 
began to return; and the immigration 
to the party has been constant ever 
since. 

While it is true that the voters have 
the right to change their party alle- 
giance as their judgment and convic- 
tions dictate, it is not true that a mi- 
nority has the right to dictate the par- 
ty’s policy. Yet this has been the 
attitude of a considerable number of gold 
democrats. Their strength was tested 
in 1896, and again last year in Kentucky, 
where they had the benefit of the in- 
fluence (such as it was) of Carlisle and 
Buckner. On both occasions it was dis- 
covered that they were something less 
than a majority—an infinitesimal sec- 
tion of the body politic. 

Nevertheless, they continue to insist 
that the great mass of the voters.of the 
party shall make a platform on which 
they (the gold democrats) can. com- 
fortably stand, and they make “par- 
ty harmony” the ground of this demand.

NO ATTACK MADE 


SAYS MR. DOUGLAS 
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Member Board of Education Answers 
Story in Afternoon Paper. 
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Declares People Will Not See Board 
Run as Close Corporation. 


“NOTHING PERSONAL IN THE MATTER” 


Mr. Douglas Says His Conviction of 
Right and Oath of Office Forces 
Him To Keep Up the Fight. 


Hamilton Douglas, member of the board 
of education, who is a leader in the demand 
for open sessions of the board of education, 
has written a card to the taxpayers and 
parents of Atlanta in which he answers a 
statement in an afternoon paper to the ef- 
fect that-he has made an attack Op the 
board of education. 

In his statement Mr. Douglas tells some- 
thing of the popular demand for open ses- 
sions of all municipal boards and declares 
that his position in the matter cannot be 
construed as an attack on the board. lUfr. 
Douglas says bis presence at the meeting 
of council last Monday was not from his 
own wish, but to explain, if necessary, his 
failure to accept thé invitafion of the ordi- 
nance committee to appear before that 
body at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

In closing his card he declares that the 
demand for open sessions has just begun 
and that it will be kept up until the fight 
is won, 

Mr. 
for itself, is as follows: 


To the Taxpayers and Parents of At- 
lanta—In yesterday afternoon’s Journal 
appears what purports to be a report of 
matters coming before the council last 
Monday afternoon with reference to 
open sessions of the board of education, 
which is, so far as it concerns me, un- 
truthful and unfair. It is but part and 
parcel of the studious efforts that are 
being made to throw dust in the eyes of 
the people. 

This account, in glaring headlines, 
says that the ‘‘attack” (meaning the de- 
mand for open sessions of the board on 
public questions, but permitting. execu- 
tive sessions when necessary) ‘‘fails be- 
fore council.”” Hf a demand for open 
sessions by this branch of the people’s 
government; if the desire to unlock the 
doors of this board of education; if the

Colonel W. C. Smith, late commander of 
the First Tennessee regiment now with the 


army of occupation in the Philippines, will - 


be laid to rest in Nashville today. 

Major J. C. Courtney, of this city, is in 
Nashville for the purpose of attending the 
funeral. The warmest personal friendship 


existed between Colonel Smith and Major 


Courtney since 1855. At that time they 
were young men in Petersburg, Va., and 
roomed together. In ‘59 Colonel Smith 
moved from Petersburg, to Nashville and 
hds resided in that city continuously since 
that time, with the exception of the four 
years that he spent in the army. All dur- 
ing the war he served with distinction in 
the Twelfth Virginia regiment, which was 
one of the commands in General Mahone’s 
brigade. 

At the close of the war Colone} Smith re- 
turned to Nashville and resumed the prac- 
tice of his profession, architecture. He was 
devoted to his work and rose rapidly in 
architectural circles. He designed the’First 
Presbyterian church in this city and ex- 
ecuted many important commissions 
throughout the south. The beautiful Par- 
thenon at the Nashville exposition, which

is one of the best reproductions of the origi- 
nal of that name in Athens, is one of his 
many artistic creations. At the time of his 
death Colonel Smith was one of the officers 
of the American Institute of Architects. 

In social life Colonel Smith was a thor- 
oughly charming man. He was a promi- 
nent member of the Hermitage Club of 
Nashville and was conspicuously identified 
with Masonic orders. The funeral today 
will be conducted with military and Mason- 
ic honors. 

The manner of Colonel Smith’s death has 
already been described in The Constitution. 
While\his regiment was drawn up In. line of 
battle before Manila he was suddenly seized 
with a stroke of apoplexy and died almost 
instantly. His remains were brought to 
this country by his son, Sergeant Major 
George Smith, who served under him. 

The news of his death was received with 
profound sorrow in this city by Major 
Courtney and others who knew him. 

“IT spent Monday afternoon with Bruno 
Steindel, the first ‘cellist of the Thomas 
erchestra,’’ said A. Paull. ‘‘After a charm- 
Ing little chat on musical matters Mr.

The educational committee of the state 
fair met in the office of Secretary Martin 
at nogn yesterday and adopted a premium 
list for the d@partment of education to- 
gether with important rules governing the 
contest for premiums. 

Those present at the, meeting were 
Chairman Harry M. Atkinson, Clark How- 
ell, Frank Ellis, State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn and County School Commis- 
sioner Guinn. 

The meeting was called to order at 12 
o'clock, and considerable time was con- 
sumed in discussing the rules. 

More time and attention have been de- 
yoted to the educational department than 
to any one section of the fair. The execu- 
tive committee realized that education was 
a subject of paramount importance, and 
the work of preparing a premium list was 
entrusted to several well-known educators, 
whose experience in such matters made 
them eminently qualified for the task. The 
result of these gentlemen's labors is that 
the premium list is one of the most com- 
prehensive that has ever been got up 
in this or any other state; and it will have 
the effect of arousing a spirit of rivalry 
among students of all classes and ages in 
the state.

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COMMISSIONERS G0 
BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Chairman Palmer and Commissioner 
Adair Tell of County’s Affairs. 


MR. BROWN’S SUGGESTIONS 


He Advocates Many Vital Interests 
for the County. 


SAYS THERE SHOULD BE SEWERAGE 


Equalization in Taxation, County Po- 
lice and Taxation of Public 
Franchises. 


The county commissioners were called be- 
fore the Fulton grand jury yesterday to tes- 
tify regarding the conditions of many af- 
fairs connected with the county. Clerk 
Kontz was also called before the jury. 

When the jury met there were present to 
attend its session Chairman Palmer, of the 
County board, and Commissioners Adait, 
Brown and Rosser, and Clerk Kontz, Com- 
missioner Walker, who is very ill at his 
home, was not able to attend. 

Mr. Adair was the first called before the 
jury. He was asked many questions regard- 
ing the county affairs. He was asked 
about the contract which the county has 
with Wilkins for making plans for the 
courthouse annex. He was asked as to work 
on certain roads in the county and the con- 
dition of other roads. 

He was asked about the escape of pris- 
oners from the Tower, about the widening 
of Whitehall street and the part the county 
will take in that and of other matters. 

Chairman Palmer was the only other 
commissioner called before the jury, Com- 
missioners Rosser and Brown being ex- 
cused. Chairman Palmer was asked many 
pertinent questions regarding the welfare of 
the county. 

Commissioner Brown, while waiting to be 
called into the jury room, was asked what 
he would offer as suggestions to the jury 
to put in their recommendations. He said he 
did not know, but thought there were many 
important questions which the jury should 
take under consideration. 

Mr. Brown said that equalization in tax- 
ation was an important question now be- 
fore the legislative bodies of the county. 

“Everything,’’ said Mr. Brown, ‘“‘should 
be done to see that there is an equalization 
of taxation. In Fulton county, I am not 
wide of the mark when I say there are 
various corporations who owe the county 
in the aggregate more than $30,000 back 
taxes. This is not right or just to taxpayers 
who annually pay money into the county 
treasury for the purpose of bearing the 
expenses of the government. These corpor- 
ations should be made to pay just as indi- 
viduals, as the law does not exempt them, 
as exemptions are not allowed under the 
State constitution. 

“If these corporations were compelled to 
come forward and discharge the duties rest- 
ing upon them under the law, taxes could 
be lowered during the present year at least 
one-half. I will appeal to the grand jury to 
make a recommendation on the line that 
steps be taken to have these corporations 
come forward with their back taxes. 

“There is another thing,’ said Mr. Brown, 
“this county should have a sewerage Ssys- 
tem. It is criminal for the authorities to 
longer stand still and take no steps toward 
perfecting the sewerage system of Atlanta 
and the county of Fulton. Today the health 
of our citizens is put in jeopardy and large 
areas of land are deadened by reason of 
no proper avenue to carry away the offal 
of the city. All the trunk sewers of the 
city should be extended throughout the 
county, or to a proper dumping ground. 

These sewers, by way of illustration, could 
be constructed along Peachtree creek and 
South river. They should be so built that 
the surface water would not be turned into 
them: but the original creek and river bed 
should be left to convey the rain water, 
while the sewer system could be built ad- 
jacent to the stream but far enough re- 
moved to prevent contaminating the sur- 
face water. 

“Unless the sewer system is extended, At- 
lanta will be troubled with many suits for 
damages. If it is necessary, proper legisla- 
tion should be obtained so that this work 
might be carried forward on such a broad 
basis as will preserve the health and prop- 
erty of the citizens. It should be a joint 
work, upon proper terms, between the city 
and the county. 

Taxation of Franchises. 

Mr. Brown continued: 

“There should be legislation seeing that 
the various corporations, such as street 
railways, gas, telephone and telegraph com- 
panies that occupy the public highways 
should be taxed on their franchises. The 
privileges accorded them by the public 
should in some way be made to bear a part 
of the public burden. I[t occurs to me that 
their franchise should be taxed, and that 
the money arising from this source of rev- 
enues should be. kept separate and apart 
from the other funds in the county, and be 
expended in macadamizing and otherwise 
building up the streets and roadways of the 
city and county. 

“There is nothing that so strongly appeals 
to law and order as the proper policing of 
the city and county. The recent brutal 
murder and outrage near Palmetto empha- 
sizes the fact that something must be done 
in Fulton county to preserve the sanctity 
of the home from brutal assault. If Ful- 
ton county had police protection, which 
could .surely be brought about by legisla- 
tion, our population would in ten years 
more than double, because people living in 
the remote counties of Georgia would not 
long continue in those districts, where their 
wives and children were subject to criminal 
assault.’’ 

Mr. Godfrey Norrman was befofe the jury. 
He advocated the question of competitive 
plans for the courthouse annex. 

The jury discussed some important ques- 
tions which will be embodied in its recom- 
mendations. The committees which have 
been appointed by that body will: begin to 
investigate the various branches of the ad- 
ministration of affairs of the county in a 
short time.

W. M, KELLEY LEADS TICKET 


Recelved Nearly 300 Votes and Secured 
the Six-Year Term, 


ELECTION CAUSED MUCH INTEREST 


Beside Mr. Kelley J. R. Nutting, E. M. 
Mitchell, F. J. Paxon, A. A. Meyer 
and T. H. Martin Were Elect- 
ed—Council Will Elect 
Six Others. 


Probably the most exciting election in 
the history of the Young Men’s Library 
association occurred yesterday afternoon. 
The contest was between members for 
positions on the board of trustees of the 
new public Hbrary, to be erected in this 
city. Interest in the election was intense 
during the five hours of its existence and 
a crowd of candidates and workers were 
continually around the polls. 

W. M. Kelley was elected for the six-year 
term, leading the ticket with 290 votes; 
J. R. Nutting was elected for the five 
year term, receiving 259 votes; E. M. 
Mitchell was ‘chosen for the four year 
term, obtaining 252 votes; F. J. Paxon se- 
cured the three year term, with 245 votes; 
A. A. Meyer was elected for two years, re- 
ceiving 196 votes, and T. H. Manin was 
elected for one year, receiving 190 votes. 

The number of members entitled to vote 
yesterday was 615 and the. total number of 
votes cast was 346. The vote was much 
heavier than was anticipated, and when 
the managers of the election announced, 
when the last vote had been placed in the 
box just before 7 o’clock, hi ring been cast 
by H. M Atkins@n, that it"was numbered 
346, considerable surprise was expressed by 
those who had not been near the polls dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

No one worked for W. M. Kelley, but it 
was conceded by everyone that he would 
lead the ticket. It was he who secured the 
$100,000 gift from Andrew Carnegie, the 
millionaire philanthropist, for the estab- 
lishment of a public library in this city. 
He would have received the @ntire 346 
votes, as everyone wanted him to head the 
ticket, but for the fact that many, in 
their enthusiasm, played single shots on 
the man they- wanted elected. 

The election was managed by W. F. 
Crusselle, W. A. Fuller, Jr., and Dr. Ed 
Tignor. The polls were announced open at 
2 o'clock and shortly after Mrs. W. A. 
Speer cast the first ballot. Members of the 
library then began appearing upon the 
scene and in a short time it was necessary 
to form a line. 

Ladies came in their carriages and busi- 
ness men left their desks to aid in electing 
the trustees. The fact that there was such 
interest in the election yesterday proves 
that the public feels more concerned in the 
erection of the library than was supposed 
by many. 

The annual meeting of the members of 
the library will occur on May 9th in the 
library building, and at this meeting offi- 
cers for the ensuing term will be nomi- 
nated. 

Nominations will also be made for the 
vacancies to occur on the board of direc- 
tors on May i6th. On that day the annual 
election will be held, and in addition to the 
four directors the president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer will be elected. 

The four directors whose terms expire 
this year are Frank Weldon, R. J. Al- 
ston, C. A. Read and F. J. Paxon. 

The retiring officers are E. M. Mitchell, 
president; A. A. Meyer, vice president; F. 
M. S¢éott, secretary, and W. F. Wall, treas- 
urer.

The First round bale of cotton .to be

The bale was brought to Atlanta from 
Augusta and was placed on exhibition by 
P. H. Baker, of the Munger ginning sys- 
tem. During the day the bale attracted 
considerable attention, many farmers call- 
ing to see it. The bale is forty-eight inches 
in height, twenty inches in diameter and 
weighs 250 pounds. Five bales of this size 
occupy about the same space that one of 
the ordinary rectangular bales does. The 
cotton is compressed in the very smallest 
space possible, and the whole is a solid mass 
as hard as a rock. 

The appearance of the bale would seem to 
bear out the assersion that it is next to 
impossible to burn one of them.

Mataafans Protest That They Will Not 
Be Ruled by Their Slaves. 


NO WHITE MAN’S HOUSE IS BURNED 


The Announcement Is Made That It 
Will Require 10,000 Troops To 
Conquer Mataafa. 


Chicago, April 18.—A letter received here 
today from N. J. Morse, an American mer- 


chant in Samoa, who for years has been 


Mataafa’s close friend and adviser, relates 
some interesting details of the troubles in 


the island. The letter, written March 23d, 


Says: 

“When I received, in advance of its post- 
ing, a copy of the proclamation decided 
upon by the British and American sides 
and issued by Admiral Kautz, I thought it 
a very moderate document and one that 
might well be observed. I sent word twice 
to the natives on Mulinuu that I thought 
they should obey it, and I think they so in- 
tended, as Mulinuu was soon deserted and 
the prisoners liberated, while the royalists 
went to Tutuila for those who were up 
there. I promised Captain White, of the 
Philadelphia, when he came ashore that I 
would do all I could to facilitate a quick 
and satisfactory arrangement, sent word to 
Mataafa and the chiefs that no sailors 
mwould be landed and no- guns given to the 
prisoners: that they ought to go to their 
homes and observe peace while the powers 
deliberated. 

“| am sure 
have done just as 
and as 1 was advising, 
sul Maxse commenced arming and return- 
ing prisoners, and they. began to boast of 
what they were going to do with the as- 
sistance of the warships. 

This news arrived when Mataafa was 
speaking in the midst of a meeting in which 
he was dismissing the people. At once a 
great number arose, crying: 

“The weak cannot govern the 
strong; our slaves shall not rule us; 


we will fight.” 

The meeting was thus broken up. It 1s 
singular and it is instructive that these 
Wild savages, as they are feequently repre- 
sented to be, have not up to no now de- 
stroyed a single white man's nougse, though 
al] over the islands they are in full pes- 
session of them everywhere, and all of the 
back part of Apia is at their mercy now.

“To subjugate this country will require 
not less than 10,000 troops, with all accesso- 
ries. and then a great loss from exposute 
and casualties must be counted on.

He has been at work on the 
case since it Was announced that Pendley 
had confessed. -He worked up the greater 
amount of testimony against him and dur- 
ing the trial acted as the prosecutor. He 
Was the only member of the detective 
force who went on the stand to testify, 
although several of them had been inter- 
ested in the case. 

What the verdict would be in the case 
before it was read by the solicitor was a 
matter of much doubt. There were many 
Who thought the prisoner would be ac- 
quitted. 

Cuyler Smith, one of the attorneys in 
the case, said:diter the verdict had been 
announced: ; 

“We are utterly astounded at the verdict. 
There was no half way ground in the case. 
If Pendley killed Ponder as this jury said 
in its verdict, then he should have been 
hanged. But we said that he was not 
guilty anc we still say he is not. He is a 
poor unfortunate fellow addicted to the 
norphine habit for years. As everyone in 
court saw Pendley, he seemed to be per- 
fectly oblivious of what was going on 
around him or of his danger. 

“We still say he knows nothing of the 
Ponder mprider except what he has been 
told.

The second of the Thomas concerts was 
given last night before a large audience, 
who seemed to have brought along an in- 
exhaustib{e supply tof enthusiasm. The 
stuff about an Atlanta audience clamoring 
for third rate—or no rate—music has been 
coolly stared out of countenance a second 
time.. The programme, if anything, was 
even finer than on Monday evening, and 
one left the theater almost bewildered with 
the sheer beauty of the music. 

First was the “Oberon” overture, 
a fairy-like rhythm and accentuation. The 
Beethoven symphony has long been one 
of my own favorites, with the lovely 
thread of counterpoint in the Allegro, and 
the fresh, pure jopousness of the Presto. 
That long, insistent appeal of the violins 
was superbly sustained; and a moment 
later a ripple of music seemed’ to tremble 
in the sunlight, and then fled here and 
there in an ecstacy of happiness at its own 
being. Not enjoy Beethoven? Stuff! 

Owing to the illness of Mr. Kramer, Mr. 
Walter Unger played Goltermann’s A 
minor concerto (‘cello), and in response to 
the demands of the audience played the 
Berceuse from Godard’'s ‘‘Jocelyn.’’ His 
tone was plaintive and warm, and there 
was just a little finger gymnastics which 
pleased the crowd mightily. As a matter 
of fact, the encore far outranked the other 
as a musical composition. 

The minuet and dance from the ‘‘Damna- 
tion of Faust’’ were charmingly graceful, 
and one almost wished to be a native 
Hungarian, that he might have an excuse 
to express more clamorously his enthus- 
iasm at the magnificent climax of the 
Rakoczy march. 

No better idea can be given of the 
Dvorak ‘‘Carnival’’ overture than that set 
forth in the ‘‘Notes,’’ in which the com- 
poser is quoted as saying: ‘I imagined the 
lona@ly contemplative wanderer reaching 
the city at nightfall, where a carnival of 
pleasure reigns supreme. On every side is 
heard the clangor of instruments mingled 
with the shouts of joy and unrestrained 
hilarity.”” This number was all the more 
interesting because we were thinking of 
Schumann's ‘‘Carnival,”” and comparing 
the two. What Schumann has done for the 
piano; Dvorak has also done for the or- 
chestra. 

The Grieg melodies—well, they were 
Grieg—cela va sans dire. It was the first 
time Mr. Thomas had shown us his string

| orchestra, and we trust it will not be the 
last. 

But “Parsifal!’” The Kundry motive (ap- 
pearing as a violin figure); Kundry under 
the domination of Klingson, was over- 
whelming despair, sad beyond words. It 
seemed really too convincing and one felt a 
kind of relief when the massive chords of 
the ‘‘Meistersinger’ began. I say, these 
‘‘Notes,”’ are a great feature. That jolly 
little movement representing the derision 
of the apprentices—how little it would have 
meant had it not been for those blessed 
“Notes.”

DODD WAS BADLY INJURED 


Accident Occurred on the Wooden 
Pavement, Corner North Avenue 
and Williams Street. 


Mounted Officers A. M. Dodd and J. A. 
Hollis were both thrown from their horées 
at the same time yesterday afterndon and 
both were injured.

QUEER SEIZURE OF 
WAGON WHEELS 


Bailiff Takes the Wheels and Leaves the 
Wagon on Street. 


POLICE TO ARREST THE BAILIFF 


Wheelless Wagon Viewed with Curi- 
osity by Many People Last Night. 


SEIZURE MADE IN A BAIL TROVER SUIT 


Police Say Bailiff Blocked the Street 
with the Dray—The Trial This 
Afternoon. 


A wagon standing, near the curbing at the 
corner of Pryor and Decatur streets last 
night without any rear wheels was an ob- 
ject of curiosity to the passersby, and 
much comment and many inquiries were 
made about it during the evening. 

There was a remarkable story in the wa- 
gon and one which is to have a sequel by 
an interesting trial of a justice court bailiff 
in the police court. 

Last night about 8 o'clock J. G. Norris, 
an old negro, was driving his furniture wa- 
gon along Decatur street, and when he 
reached the corner of North Pryor Bailiff 
E, G. Herrin, of Justice Orr’ court, stop- 
ped him and served a paper in a bail trouver 
suit. The suit was for the possession of 
the two rear wheels on the wagon. Norris, 
so it is claimed, bought the two rear wheels 
from a man named Wylie, and Wylie, not 
having been paid for the wheels, entered 
suit for their recovery. 

Bailiff Herrin determined to get posses- 
sion of the two wheels then and there, and 
after stopping Norris, he deliberately tcok 
off both the rear wheels and carried them 
away with him. 

The furniture wagon was left in the street 
with the rear end on the ground and the 
front end up in the air, presenting a queer 
appearance. Norris looked at his wagon a 
few moments and unhitched his horse and 
took him home. He was. unable to move the 
wagon from the streets with only two 
wheels on it. 

People who passed that way paused and 
commented upon the vehicle. Some said it 
had been wrecked by a trolley car; some 
thought it wags a joke one drayman had 
played on another, while others were posi- 
tive that the drayman was drunk. 

Officer Petty, on whose beat the wagon 
was left by the bailiff, ascertained the true 
State of affairs, and he decided to make a 
case against the bailiff for obstructing the 
public streets. 

Bailiff Herrin thinks he had a perfect 
right to take the wheels in a ‘bail trover 
sult wherever he found them, and he states 
that he does not fear the outcome of any 
prosecution in the recorder’s court. 

Officer Petty says he knows the streets 
were obstructed, and he cannot blame the 
negro drayman; so he will see if the record- 
er will not hold that the bailiff violated 
a city ordinance when he took the wheels 
off the dray. 

The trial in the police court will be quite 
unique and interesting. : 

The unwheeled wagon remained in the 
Street all last night, and the question is, 
who can be made to haul it away, and this 
question may be decided in the trial of the 
bailiff this afternoon,

They were required to 
have both a business license and then an 
extra license for each and every canvasser. 

At the requests of the defendants, Record- 
er Broyles postponed a further hearing of 
the cases until the arrival in the city of 
the general manager of L. B. Price & Co., 
who is expected here next Tuesday.

A new note stirs the vibrant air with 
the hum and whir of strange machines! 
The revival of business and industry 
throughout the union has come slowly, 
steadily and gradually, but it is making 
itself felt everywhere, and here in the south 
it is evident to even the casual observer 
that we are drifting into an era of good 
times. :

A Constitution man with these ideas 
flitting through his mind stumbled by 
chance yesterday upon a new Atlanta en- 
terprise. Seeing quite a number of citizens 
coming out of the large establishment of 
A. M. Robinson & Co., in the Equitable 
block, 59 North Pryor street, he soon learn- 
ed that it Was the opening day of the new 
pants factory just started by the firm on 
the top floor of the handsome six-story 
Thornton building, which was erected spe- 
cially for this company at a recent date, 

The newspaper man did not lose a mo- 
ment in making his way to the busy scene 
which was attracting so much attention. 
There are factories and factories. Some 
are not very pleasant places to visit; some 
are noisy, not over clean, and there is 
danger of getting tangled up in the ma- 
chinery in some, but there are others where 
everything runs like clock work and the 
Surroundings are inviting and attractive, 
while the almost magical results of the 
swift and noiseless machinery are watched 
with interest by every spectator. The 
pants factory of Robinson & Co., belongs 
to the latter class. It occupies a large, 
well-lighted floor at the top of one of the 
most substantial and elegant modern Dbus- 
iness structures in the south. Everything 
looks new, spotless and up-to-date. 

Numerous pretty machines were running 
at full speed; their power supplied by an 
electric plant, and indeed there was a hint 
Or a suggestion of efectric energy in the 
very atmosphere of the place. The latest 
and most improved machines are used, and 
very few Atlantians have ever seen any- 
thing like them. Pants of every quality, 
from the lowest to the high-priced grades, 
are turned out here, and also overalls and 
shirts. 

There is a machine for each piece of a 
garment—for each important thing con- 
nected with it. For instance, there is one 
which cuts and hems a button-nole litter- 
ally in the twinkling of an eye. And the 
work is perfectly done, too. These little 
toilers of steel, moved by a vital electric 
spark and controlled by the intelligent op- 
erators, never make a mistake. When they 
get through with a job it is absolutely with- 
out a flaw. 

It is a sight in itself to see the electric 
knives in motion cutting out the various 
pieces of the garments. To make a pair 
of pants requires considerable time when 
the work is done by expert tailors. How 
long do you suppose is required by these 
machines? Just ten minutes! 

Think of it—before a fellow could walk 
around the block, his pants would be cut 
out, sewed, finished and pressed and be 
ready for him! 

Even the pressing of the pants is done 
by a machine. 

But these wonderful appliances are not 
entirely independent of human brains and 
hands. The company employs 130 or more 
persons, mostly girls, and the large pay 
roll of the factory is another good thing 
for Atlanta, to say nothing of the support 
it gives to many worthy and industrious 
people.

“‘This is what I like to see,’”’ said another 
solid citizen. ‘Atlanta must get to the 
front as an industrial center, or she will 
be distanced in the race by- other cities.

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JOHN MILAM ON 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


aE 


He Is Charged with the Killing of 
Henry Perry. 


CLAIMED TO BE SELF-DEFENSE 


It Is Admitted That Milam Fired the 
Fatal Shot. 


PERRY, IT IS SAID, MADE THREATS 


Trial Will Continue This Morning and 
Will Be Concluded During the 
Afternoon. 


John Milam, charged with the murder of 
Henry Perry, on December 26, 1898, in a 
house on Thompson street, was placed on 
trial yesterday afternoon in the criminal 
court. The state introduced all of its tes- 
timony, and a portion of that for the de- 
fense was presented, but owing to the sick- 
ness of witnesses and counsel, the court ad- 
journed until this morning, when the hear- 
ing of the case will be resumed. 

By the defense it is admitted that Milam 
killed Perry, but it will be maintained that 
he did so in self-defense and as a last ex- 
tremity to save his own life. Testimony 
was presented yesterday to show that Perry 
was a dangerous man, and made repeated 
threats to commit bodily harm on Milam. 

Milam was brought into the courthouse 
when the case was called. He seemed 
greatly interested in the testimony deliv- 
ered from the stand. He is a man about 
forty years of age, of medium height and 
wears a long, heavy black beard. 

He is a cripple, having some time ago re- 
ceived an injury in his leg, from which it 
stiffened and he is now unable to bend that 
limb. 

Some time was lost in the securing of a 
jury and it was late in the afternoon before 
the case proceeded regularly. 

Harvey Hill and Arnold & Arnold repre- 
sent the defense, and Solicitor Hill cepre- 
sents the state. 

Evidence Presented. 

Dr. J. L. McDaniel was the first witness. 
Hie said he examined Perry after he was 
shot. He said the dead’ man had a wound 
in the left chest just under the collar bone, 
which probably caused his death in ten or 
fifteen minutes. 

E, O, Eddleman, a mounted officer of the 
police force, wag the next witness. He said 
he went to the house of Florence Living- 
ston, on Thompson street, as soon as the de- 
partment was notified that a murder had 
been committed. As soon as he reached 
there he went into the room of Florence 
Livingston and found between the mat- 
tresses a pistol and in the fireplace an 
empty shell. He said Florence Livingston 
told him that she shot Perry. She repeated 
this severaj times. The killing occurred 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. Witness 
Stated that after Florence Livingston had 
been taken to the barracks she denied kill- 
ing Perry. 

Officer H. D. White, of the police force, 
said that Milam told him after the crime 
had been committed that he knew nothing 
of it. The witness said the prisoner said he 
might thave heard the shots fired, but 
thought they were firecrackers being dis- 
charged. White said Milam admitted kiliing 
Perry at the coroner's inquest held the next 
day. 

He said Florence Livingston admitted she 
did the killing, because Perry abused her. 
He said the negro cook, Ella, said she knew 
Fiorence Livingston killed Perry, but after- 
wards to the witness Ella denied the state- 
ment. 

A witness named McClain said he met Per- 
ry on the sidewaik after he was shot. He 
said Perry came around the house a®™® was 
Staggering on the sidewalk when the wit- 
ness saw him. He walked past him and the 
witness turned and Perry came back... He 
fell to the sidewalk twice, then rose again. 
The witness asked him what was the mat- 
ter and Perry said: 

“I’m shot.” 

“You are not shot.” said the witness. 

nes, Lam." 

“Who shot you”’ asked the witness. 

“John Milam, right there in that house,” 
replied Perry. He fell to the sidewalk and 
never spoke another word. 

Ella Cooper, the negro cook, who claims 
she saw a good part of the struggle between 
Milam and Perry, was placed on the stand. 
Her testimony was contradictory. She said 
Perry was beating Florence Livingston, 
when Milam interfered and pulled him 
away. The two then began fighting. They 
fought for some time. The witness then 
said she heard the pistol fire. She thought 
there were two shots. 

C. M. Kerlan and S. CC, Vaughn and oth- 
ers were placed on the stand to prove 
Milam’s good character and the contrary of 
Perry. 

Emma Livingston, the daughter of Flor- 
ence Livingston, was placed on the stand. 
She said that Perry had a bad character. 
She said she was at the matinee the after- 
noon of the murder/and returned home af- 
ter her mother and Milam had been arrest- 
ed. She said she once heard Perry say 
that the was disgusted with a man that 
would take as much as Milam had. She said 
Perry carried rocks in his pockets to use 
on Milam, 

<. J. Roan, who was formerly a livery- 
man, said that one day Perry came to him 
to get a buggy and said he was going to 
get old crip, meaning Milam. 

The introduction of testimony for the de- 
fense will continue this morning.

ORTH STEIN IS RELEASED. 


The Indictment Against Him for Car- 
rying Concealed Weapons Was 
Nol Prossed Yesterday. 

The indictment against Orth Stein, who 
was charged with carrying concealed weap- 
ons, was nol prossed in the criminal court 

yesterday. 

‘There was no prosecutor in the case, 
Judge John D. Berry and Colonel W. C. 
Glenn, the only two witnesses against him, 
having died since the charge was preferred. 

About two years ago, Editor Stein,. who 
was then conducting The Looking Glass, 
wrote something in his. paper to which 
Judge Berry took exceptions. While both 
parties were in the dining room of the Kim- 
ball house a fight ensued, in which a pistol 
dropped to the floor. Judge Berry charged 
that the weapon was concealed in Stein’s 
pocket, and that he attempted to draw it. 
Stein denied that the pistol was his prop- 
erty. 

Stein was placed under a $1,000 bond, and 
his case being disposed of yesterday, he is 
released from the bond, which would have 
been forfeited had he not appeared. . 

Mr. Stein thas been ill for some time at the 
home of Dr. Ralcy H. Bell, of this city. He 
was able to be present at the court yester- 
day morning, when his case was disposed of.

Little, J.—l. There having been no motion 

to dismiss the motion for a new trial for 

want of a regular and duly approved brief 
of evidence, and the action taken by the 
judge at the hearing of that motion being, 
under the peculiar facts and circumstances 
disclosed by the record, the equivalent of 
approving such a brief as would be appro- 
priate to a ease of this Kind, and it being

Judge Reagan. Spalding superior court. 
Little. J.—1. When an act amen@atory of a 

city charter expressed in its title the pur- 
pose of such an act to be, to amend the 
charter ‘‘so as to authorize the establish- 
ment of a city court,’”’ etc., the last was con- 
stitutionally amended by the passage Of a 
third act which in its title recited that 
the amendatorv act was to he amended “so 
as to change the name of said court,”’ ete... 
and the body of the third act declared that 
such court should hereafter be known as 
the ‘‘criminal court’’ of said city, ete. It 
was not essential that the last act should 
undertake in terms to amend the title of 
the act it sought to amend. 

2. Under a clause in a city charter con- 
ferring power on the municipal authorities 
to adopt such ordinances as they may deem 
proper ‘to secure order and quiet in the 
city’ and “to protect the morals of the 
city,’’ the mayor and council have author- 
ity to adopt an ordinance making it an 
offense against the municipality to “keep 
for sale, barter or exchange, any vinous, 
spirituous or malt liquors within the cor- 
porate limits of the city.”
